maic inscriptions, were found In the 
Church of San Sebastian,

Appia. about three miles from Rome. 
They are declared to be the first in­ 
scriptions in A ram aic found in Italy, 
and prove, he 
believes, 
there 
were 
Orientals in 
Italy 
during the First 
century of the Christian era. 
Excavators found the tablets buried 
30 feet deep. 
Translation revealed 
that they were placed there 
by
